MAR CASTLE” 

The following particulars of the moat 

unfortunate sccident ‘to. the Braemar 

Castiejhave been received by the present 

mail, and have been courteously placed 
at our disposal :— : 

-“ The Braemar’ Castle arrived 


at Pe- 


nang on the 16th October, with high + 


pressure piston broken, and was lying at- 
double anchor in the hartour during re- 
pairs. “At about 445 am, on the 28th, 
at. dawn, with a good moonlight, the 
S. S. Breconshire. from London, coming 


in to take. up a berth, managed to come |: 


stem on to the Braemar Castle, cutting 
her down to’ nine feet below the wuter 
lino om the starboard-side at the foro- 
rigging. _ Anchors. were at oncé slipped, 
and the Breconshire attempted to tow 
hér ashore, but the mail steamer had 
conte in and anchored between them and 
the shore, and 80 prevented this without 
dropping astern, .and befare shallow | 
water could be reached the, Braemat 
Castle sank head-foremast in about nine 
fathoms of water, and the masta and 
about two feet of the. funrel, only 
are visible, Sho sank at 5.554m, The 
Breconshire ia uninjured. Tho wreck 
has beén surveyed, but the Surveyors 
have not yet given -their decision, All. 
lives were saved.” ae 

Another letter adds that “when tho 
collision took place, the Braemar Castle's 
lights were quite in order, As 
to-raising tho vessel nothing can of 
course be said at present or until further 
investigation into her position dc,, has 
been made, but it is said that the under- 
taking would bo a very difficult one 
owing ta the current at the spot where 
she lies being’ very strong. Messta 
Guthrie & Co, whe aro tho agente at 
Singapare are securing from H. M. 8. 
Caracow the services of divers to go to 
Ponang to report on this point.” 

“The Penang Gazette contains the fol- 
lowing account of the ainking of the 
steamer ;-— 

“As the, steamship Breconshire was 
steaming in to take up o berth at a 
little before 5. a.m, this morning, she 
rxo intothe steamship Braemar Castle, 
then lying at anchor in the harbour, 
The latter vessel had a largo rent made 


in her sido abaft the forechains, and her 


Captain, finding his vessel sinking called 
upon the Breconshire to tow him into 
shallow water and slipped his anchors. 
The Breconshire promptly’ took the 
Braemar Castle in tow, but owing to the 
P, and 0. steamer Jndus, which had 
anchored shortly before, swinging across 
stream, the tow ropes had to bo. cast 
adrift in order to.avoid another collision, 
and the Braemar, Castle slowly drifted 
past the Zndus and at 5.55 a.m, sottled 
down by-the head about ten ‘ship's 
lengths to the northward of tho latter in 
nine fathoma of water, whero she now 


lies with just about.a foot of her funnel 


visibla above water, There was no-loss 
of life, we are glad: to be able to report.”

THE GOVERNOR'S CONDUCT. 
OHARACTERISED AS “MEAN 
AND COWARDLY.” 


OFFICIAL VINDICTIVENESS 1N HONGKONG, 
(London and Chinu Express.) 

Sir John Pops Hennessy has-yot once 
again been distinguishing himeself—this 
time as a sort of official Nemosin. The 
object of hia vindictiveness has been.the 
Surveyor-General, Mr Price, and the 
mode has been the publication of a ax 
called “report” by Me Charles Ford, 
the Superintendent of Gardena and 
Plantations, dated as far back as 16th 
October. last year—nine . months pre- - 
viously, We have not the report before, 
us, and we have at thia length of time © 
no intention te distnes it, We.may Bay, 
however, that we think that. after Mr 
Price's arrival’ in the colony Mr Ford 
was placed in g.rather awkward /position 
in having oa the boad of hia depart- 
ment: a than .who knew far less of, 
the practical working of that department 
than bis. subordinate. Abont trees and 
flowers Mr Price know no more, and 
did not pretend to know more, than any - 
other amateur, and if Mr Ford did fre-~ 
quently feol that his plans were subject 
to alteration or complete reversal by one 
whose knowledge of the matters in hand 
was, to say the least, limited, it was 
little wonder that Mr Ford kicked 
against the pricks while Sir Arthur 
Kennedy was Governor. Mr Price was 
an old acquaintance of Sir Arthur's, and 
was brought by him from the Gold Conat ° 
to Hongkong, Under the last Qavernor, 
therefore, Mr Ford had. many odds 
against him, But when the presont 
Governor arrived Mr Ford saw his op- 
portunity, and renewod tho agitation for 
having the gardens and plantations 


; Placed under one dopartment, of which 


he himself should be the head. In this 
he was oventually successful, and there 
can be little doubt that the arrangement 
is tho best that could have been made, 
No one will deny that My Prics, as Suc- 
veyor-Genpral, hus done most admirable: 
work in the colony; indeed, he has 
never bad an equal in (his respect. Ha 
has had tho tisfortune, howevor—and 
how many have been similarly unfor- 
tuuate; we wonder ?—to differ. with Sir 
John’ ‘Pope Hennessy, Thies gentleman 
has now caused to bo published “for | 
general information”—save the matk—a 
lotter evidently written. by Mr Ford 
while smarting under what he no doubt 
honcatly believed to be a personal in- 
Justice, and with all the heat of a man 
who was suffering from a wrong. In it, 
of course, Mr Price was pretty severely 
handled ; but we do not beliove that Mr 
Ford ever intended that it should be 
published to the world. It was, no 
doubt, written with an object; that ob- 
ject hay beon accomplishod, and there we 
should have thought the matter would 
have been allowed. to rest. But Sir 


John Pope-Honnessy adams to have 
thought otherwise, Mr Price has in» 
curred his displeasnre, and, with a vin- 
dictiveness for which, we must admit, 
we should have nevor given him oredit, 
he has dragged the letter from some 
musty pigeon-hole in the Government.
